The name Paul Powell was 
on everyone's lips at about this 
time of year almost 30 years 
ago.

In return, he got 
huge amounts of racetrack stock 
at bargain prices, allowing him 
to immediately reap big profits 
More came through consulting 
fees and salary payments 
Besides racetrack payoffs 
and other kinds of kickbacks, his 
wealth came from campaign 
contributions in the form of $100 
bills, salaries and other rewards 
from business owners and other 
s and even skimming 
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long the way,

Even though Powell never 
earned a salary greater than 
$30,000, the cash portion of 
Powell's estate totaled $800,000 
The total estate was worth $3.2 
million - and that was before the 
super-high inflation of the 1970s. 

For those intrigued by the 
money, here are some tidbits: 

+ Of the $800,000 cash, the 
money that supposedly was in 
hotel Suite shoeboxes totaled 
$654,844. Of that, $567,900 was in 
$100 bills. Actually, Hartley 
writes, it was one shoebox and 
lots of other containers. Also, he 
believes it is more Likely that the 
hotel story was made up after the 
money was actually discovered in 
Poweil’s Capitol office. 

* The feds ended up with the 
biggest share, $1.5 million for 
unpaid taxes 
Other mon 
went to Mar; 
Hensey and 
Lucille Koval, 
whose compan- 
ionship he 
enjoyed for close 
to 20 years, even 
while the twice- 
widowed politi 
cian was mar- 
ried. Hensey w: 
the one who was 
in Powell's hotel 
suite - she said 
in a separate 
bedroom the 
night he died - 
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and discovered 
him dead. 
Hensey’s bequest 
was $760,000, and 
Koval got $91,000. 

Hartley now 
lives in the 
Denver area, yet 
he found the 
story compelling 
enough to write a 
book about an 
Illinois politician 
One reason is his 
Illinois back- 
ground. 

When Powell 
died, Hartley was editor of the 
Lindsay-Schaub Newspapers, 
which included the Decatur 
Herald & Review and the 
Southern Lllinoisan. The Southern 
lllinoisan was the first newspaper 
to carry an account of the cash 
after the executor of Powell 
estate approached the newspa- 
per’s editor with the story at a 
Christmas party 

More important, Hartley said, 
is he sees Powell as one of the 
most interesting figures in Illinois 
political history, and said he got 
hooked on the story while writing 
an historical paper 

It was hypnotic,” he said in 
an interview. “I couldn't get away 
from it.

Never has that been clearer 
than this past week, when Ryan 
demanded that lawmakers re- 
enact a faulty crime bill that 
makes it a felony to illegally 
transport a weapon. Irate Senate 
Republicans accused him of sell- 
ing out to Democratic Chicago 
Mayor Richard Daley and Cook 
County State’s Attorney Richard 
Devine, though Republican pros- 
ecutors like Attorney General 
Jim Ryan and DuPage County's 
Joseph Birkett also backed the 
effort 

Less noticed was the delivery 
to Ryan of a report he commis- 
sioned to study hate crimes, 
which included the recommenda- 
tion that the state specifically 
bar discrimination based on sex- 
ual orientation under its Human 








Rights Act 
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If Ryan acts on the recom- 
mendations, “I think that would 
signal a break with a sizable tra- 
ditional constituency,” said con- 
servative commentator Tom 
Roeser (no relation to Jack) 
“The one thing that could hurt 
him, I think, is the investiture in 

ay rights. But I don’t know how 
‘ar that will go.” 

Others are more upset that 
Ryan sought and received tax 
increases on liquor and vehicles 
last spring to fund his $12 billion 
building program, at a time of 
unprecedented prosperity. 

“What I’m hearing from folks 
back home, they’re angry. And 
the people who are the angriest 
are my fellow precinct commit- 
teemen - not at the man, but at 
the policies. The perception in 
the field where I come from is 
that people now have to pay an 
unnecessary tax increase of $600 
million,” said state Sen. Chris 
Lauzen, the Aurora Republican 
who most vocally criticized the 
tax boosts 

“And then when they see 
monopoly protection given to 

hat many people consider polit- 
ical cronies, monopoly protection 
for fabulously successful busi- 
ness people who happen to be

And he dined with Fidel 
Castro on a trip to Cuba that 
endeared him to Latino leaders 
and free-trade advocates, but 
enraged anti-Communists partic- 
ularly in the Cuban community 

Ail that could spill over and 
hurt GOP front-runner George 
W. Bush next year, said Jac! 
Roeser, because Ryan is chair- 
ing Bush’s Illinois campaign. 

‘There are two schools of 
thought on why Ryan hasn’t wor- 
ried about upsetting conserva- 
tives. 

The first is that the 65-year- 
old governor doesn’t plan to run 
for re-election in three years, So 
he can do what he pleases. The 
second is that he already is plot- 
ting his re-election by moving to 
the middle. 

“All of these issues are hot- 
button for those who are at the 
fringes. They foam at the mouth 
over these things, but when push 
comes to shove, they don’t repre- 
sent the mainstream of Illinois 
voters,” said Charles Wheeler 
Ill, a Statehouse veteran and 
University of Illinois at 
Springfield professor. “In the 
general election, all these things 
are the kind of thing that helped 
him beat (conservative 
Democrat Glenn) Poshard.”

“Upsetting the right-wing gun 
nuts is bad in the primary,” 
Wheeler said, “but who's going 
to run against him? Jim Ryan?

“Years ago, he came out in favor 
of the assault weapons ban, so I 
don’t think this is a calculated 
position on his part. I think 
there’s a certain amount of poli- 
tics,... there's a certain amount 
of gamesmanship, but, generally 
speaking, 1 think he’s genuine in 
terms of where he is on the 
issue.”

"I wish the public might 
remember Paul's years of 
dedicated public service, 
rather than be curious 
about recent problems, 
which clearly are a symp- 
tom of his ill health," Jean 
Riley said. 

Gilbert said his inquiry 
into the effects of Riley's 
health on his performance 
began about a year ago 

U.S. Marshal Terry 
Delaney, who has been a 
friend of Riley for years, 
came to Gilbert with a con- 
cern about an apparent 
change in the judge's per- 
sonality and attitude. 

Gilbert said Riley 
appeared to be confused 
and irrational during meet- 
ings, and other judges, 
including appellate court 
judges, began to notice that 
the judge's reasoning was 
not always rational. 

Before a July 1997 tran- 
sient ischemic attack, 
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there was no sign of a 
roblem with Riley's per- 
‘ormance. In fact, Gilbert 

described him as a “work- 

horse" who took on his 

Shere of cases and jury tri- 

als. 

Gilbert said he discussed 
the problems with Riley 
and his wife, and they said 
Riley was not taking any 
treatment for diabetes, 
high blood pressure and 
possible continued tran- 
sient ischemic attacks. 

"An uncontrolled diabetic 
condition can cause a vari- 
ety of symptoms and 
health problems," Gilbert 
said, including some of the 
behavior described in 
Riley's case. 

Gilbert said he had to 
force the retirement 
because Riley did not 
appreciate his own health 
problems and the effect it 
was having on his duties as 
a district judge. 

Gilbert said that he 
worked hard filling a long- 
time vacancy on the bench, 
and shortly after Judge 
David Herndon was 
appointed, Riley's health 
problems came into play. 

He said that other senior 
judges in the district have 


"stepped up to the plate” to 
take over about 300 of 
Riley's cases, but he is 
hoping for a prompt reap- 
pointment to prevent more 
delays in the court process. 

U-S. Sen. Richard 
Durbin (D-Illinois) has 
announced a judicial merit 
commission will begin 
accepting applications for 
the federal judge vacancy 
left by Riley's retirement. 

The commission will 
review applications until 
the close of business Jan. 
7, then forward the names 
of the finalists to Durbin, 
who will recommend one of 
them to President Clinton. 
He is expected to take the 
advice of Durbin, the 
state's senior senator of the 
president's party. 

Durbin also will consult 
with U.S. Sen. Peter 
Fitzgerald, R-Ill., before 
making a recommendation 
to the president.
